| [taken to draw a SuccindtAccount of the 
& laſt Sickneſs and Death of the late Pope 
Alexander the Scventh,T was afraid that 
the work would ſeem but maimed and 
42 imperfect, if I ſhould not inſert ſome 
Paſſages relating to his firſt Riſe and Advancement to 
the Papal Dignity. I have therefore given this fol- 
lowing Hint to that effect , for ſatisfaction of ſuch as 
being unacquainted with his Hiſtory , deſire to have 
fome knowledge of his Beginning, before I come to 
ſpeak of his Latter end , which is the principal Scope 
of this ſhort Narrative. 
* Pope Alexander the Seventh was Native of the 
"City of Sienna in Tuſcany , and deſcended of the an- 
cient Family of Ghif,,who in his younger years, grow- 
ing eminent for his great parts and Learning, was pro- 
moted at his riper age to the Biſhoprick of 7m0/a in 
the Territories of the Church , and therein bchaved 
himſelf with ſo much Prudence and Policy , giving 
manifeſt Proofs, upon all occaſions, of his great Ca- 
pacity.for publique Employments , that he was made 
Vice-Legat of .Ferara ; then Inquiſitor of 1/altazand 
afterwards ſent Nncio to Cullen and 7 nſtr, at the 


F caty held there for a General Peace.

And having undergone all theſe Offices,and in them 
acquired much honour arid: reputatron , he received 
as a reward of his great merits, a Cardinal's Cap, in 
the Year 1632, inthe Month of Febrrar;z, from Pope 
Tiyocent the Tenth,and was admitted into the number 
of the Purparati c After which, as a greater Teſti- 
mony of the Pope's favour to him , he was conſtitu- 
ted Secretary of State , and in that Employment con- 
tinued till the Death of the ſaid Pope, and his own 
Election to the Papacy , unto which he the rather at- 
tained, as was ſuppoled, to croſs the Deſigns of the 
Faction of the Barbarir, 
At his firſt Creation, that he might painthe hearts 
of the Common-people, he uſed all means to exprels 
his Charity to the Pour , amongſt whom he diſtiibu- 
ted great Sums of money; the like he did for the De- 
liverance of Priſoners, and for beautifying and buil- 
ding many Churches, and other publique Structures, 
not only in Roxze, but alſo in ſeveral places in the E- 
ſtate of the Church 3 wherein he exhauſted molt patt 
of his treaſure , and politickly refuſed all Preſents , 
which were made him by ſuch as intended thercby 
to inſinuate themſelves into his favour; as in particu- 
lar , threerich Coaches, with ſix Horles apiece, trcm 
the Cardinal de 2edici, the Cardinal Arach , anJ thc 
Prince de Pamphilio. And amongſt the reſt,a Damals 
Bed embroidered with Gold , from that grand $Si2

He filled all the vacant and moſt conſiderable Offi- 
ces (1oſfoon as he was eſtabliſhed in his Throne) with 
very eminent and deſerving Perſons 3 and among(t

others, heiconferred on the preſent Pope, Clement the 
Ninth , the Place of Secretary of State. To be brief, 
during his whole reign , which was almoſt Thirteen 
years, he gave evident teſtimony of his Zeal for ad- 
yancement of the Intereſt of the See of Rome, ſhew- 
iog great moderation and mditterency toward the ſc- 
_ yeral Factions, always ſhunning as much as he could, 

the adhereing toany one of them, in prejudice of 
another. 

Eut that T may not go beyond the limits of my in- 
tended brevity, which was only to give you this {mall 
Account, for the better underſtanding of what fol- 
lows, and that I might not be thought abruptly to be- 
nthe ſubſequent Diſcourſe of his laſt Sickneſs and 
th; Ido therefore now wave further particulars 
of his Life , and proceed to the intended Relation. 

The Pope being ſeized with his 6!d Diſtemper in 
the beginning of the laſt Lext , and fore-ſeeing the 
Danger which threatned him , without expecting any 
otheradvice cf his Phyſicians , was willing to pre- 
pare himſelf for the great pailage which he fore-ſaw, 
that in a ſhort time he was to make , from this Life to 
another; and intending in thefirſt place to diſlintangle 
himſelf from all external buſineſs, that he might be 
able, with leſs diſtrattion, to apply himſelf to the 
mternal Concernmetits of his Soul ; on the 13 day of 
March, 'of this preſent Year 1667 new ſtzl-, he called 
aConfiſtory , whether, being apparelled in the accu« 
ftomed habit he went in Peron , although much calt 
cown by his Infirmity , yet recolleCing all the Spirits 
and Vigor which were left him » he conftrained 
himſelf to perform that great Function, Wherein he 
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[4] 
promoted to the Cardinalſhip eight of thoſe fele& 
perſons, whom he ſuppoſed, for their great worth 
and labours, beſtowed for the good of the Papal 
Sce, had merited the advancement to fo high Dig- 
nity, 

But his Diſeaſe increafing , four days after, he was 
Aſlaulted by a grievous fit , from which he conclu- 
ded that his Sickneſs was mortal,and notwithſtanding, 
it grew more and more violent daily , yet for all this, 
h2 had thoughts of. performing the long Ceremonies 
of Holy Thurſ4ay, to prepare himſelf” for Death, ashe 
faid , by meditating on the facred Myſterics of the 
Paſtion of Jeſus Chriſt , and would have exccuted 
his intentions in deſpight of his-pains, it his Phylici- 
ans and Chyrurgeons, together with his Contctior had 
n2t perlwaded-him to the contrary 3 remonltrating to 
him the Inconveniencies which might ariſe , from the 
hard Labours which are inſeparable from ſuch prolixe 
Ceremomes. And although' he was per{wadcd by 
them all that time, yet was he reſolved with that little 
ſtrength he had left him ( though much broken and 
extenuated by his Diſeaſe) on Eafter-day upon the 
Gallery of Monte Cavallo, where this Function is uled 
to be performed, with a folemn Benediction in Ton- 
, tificalibus, toblels the People , which there flocked 
in exceeding great multitudes, being driven therc- 
unto not only out of Devotion , but alfo by a dehire 
of ſeeing their Paſtour yet whole and alive. He blcl- 
ſed them , having raifed himſelf up twice according 
to the Cuſtom , without the help of the Pontifical 


Seat ; and this was the laſt time that he ſaw his flock , 
or they him.

- "Bat it wp" not Gods will that: he ſhould long enjoy 


this appar@ht prolperity, 'for three days after he was 
mHavulted 'bymortal pains; and ſuch ones, that the for- 
meriti-eompartor of thefe ſeemed bur light Flea-bt- 
tinpsy witch that he-mrght gain vigour to reſiſt with 
Pattence; he ordeined the' moſt Holy Srerament to be 
expoſed in all the principal Churches of Rowe. Bur 
the Diſeaſe growing deſperate, and he being aſſured 
bythe Phyſheians that he was to dye, he received the 
tidings of Death, 'not-only with a total reſignation 
to God: as he faid;' but'alſo with rejoycing and cheer- 
filneſs; as a meffage of eternal felicity, which he 
hoped to enjoy ; then called for the Viaticum, which 
after hjs confeſhon he received with great Devotion. 
Aﬀer this He cauſed all the Sacred College of Car- 
dimalls to be (called to him ; and though he was by 
the ſharpneſs of his Difeaſe brought very low and 
almoſt reduced 'to extremity, yet he addreſſed him- 
Rfwith 2" ſeady voyce to them, in a moſt excellent 
aFligant Exhortation: in the Lati» Tongue, which 
hefajd, he purpoſely choſe, becauſe he could better 
expreſs his conceptions in that than in the /taliarn, In 
this amongſt other things he put them in remembrance 
of bis Ele@ion,and their compelling him to accept that 
high Dignity, which was far from his thoughts, where- 
m he affirmed that they had made him Sacrafiſe tho 
Sweetnefs of his Reſt,to their rclolutions : he begged 
their pardon for his frailty, which he might, through 
his paſſion, have committed, makes an Appology tor 
expendihg (great ſums for promoting the Citurch In- 
tereſt. Intreats them to uſe the ſincerity and CICCT- 


neſsin the next Election, which was thortly to ja 
they 
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they had done In his. ' Exhortes them againſt Coye. 
touſneſs, wherein he uſeth this 257 Conſider 
that. from the Churchi you have 'received the moſt 
honourable part of what you poſleſs; that if you were 
conſtrained to leave. that 'which you received from 
the Church, to the offerings of others, how muck 
more contentedly,(without any other appetite) ſhould 
'ou then enjoy that which you do now pollels, &c? 
Laſtly, he recommends to their care and protection, 
his Cardinal Nephew, his Ages Brother, and the reſt 
of his Kindred, and himſclt to their prayers. This 
being ſpoken, he lifted up, Is hands and Blctled them, 
and then their Emincncics having made ſome retie- 
10ns uppon;his difcourſe,. approached to the Bed (ide 
with tears in their Eyes, and after they had taken 
pains to comfort him, with great tcndernels they 
Kifled his hand, and departed. 
At Jaſt,they being all departed,and only his familiar 
Friends and Gholtly Fathers continuing in the room th 
with him,he ae: applyed himſclfto his Devoti- FF 
on, often repeating theſe words , Cpio dijolvi & je Wl 
cz Chriſto, And thoſe which aſliſted him he cauſed NW! 
continually to read Spiritual Books, & divers Prayers, IC 
and Pſalms, efpecially the Penetential Pſalms, &c. © 
Now,if his Diſeaſe was long and painful in the high- JF? 
eſt degree, his Patience was then very admirable, and d 
a," which he ſhewed in his ſuffering of thute I 
cruel and moſt grievous torments, as without doubt, F{ 
thoſe were which he endured, in regard of the many 
parts of his body,which after his Death, were diſcove- [© 
red to be offended ; yet was he never obſerved during 
all his ſickneſs to have a diſcompoſed countenance.

{ilem, nat only out of admiration, being the Behol- 
ders of fo fairand vaſta Mole, but alſo for ſadneſs, 
as having loſt ſo dear a cheriſher of theirs, that had 
khown ſo well how to Jearn happily their Doctrine. 


Tt was admirable in the morning to ſee the Lump } 
naries burn , with which the whole Machin was ordi-* 


narily fll'd , whuleſt it flamed round about the four 
great Spires , by certain windows whereof they were 
full, and/in themdid marvellouſly aſcend within-fide 
artificially certain degrees 5 which were guided 


.commodioul y almoſt from the extremity of the Obr- 


lisk , the work of the Mole remaining ſo admirable 
and yndefaced until this preſent, to the cnd that 


each curious Eyetnay be ſufficient! y fatisfied with be- 
holding it.
